'woods to h point near Ivoiry and thence northeasterly. 
10,000 Prisoners on Cambrai Front. 
London, Sept. 28.—Prisoners to the number of 10,000 
have been taken by the British in the Cambrai area offen­ 
sive, bield Marshal Haig announces today, and 200 guns 
captured.

Before taking the Bulgarlad talk 
of peace too seriously the Allies want 
to know if it is the real article or just 
the first syllable of the nation’s name 
that they are being given. 


The German general commanding 
the Turkish army in alestine is re­ 
ported to have fled to Constantinople, 
leaving his army to the mercy of Al- 
lenby’s forces. 
When Allenby ad­ 
vanced sixty miles in three days the 
Hun evidently concluded that that vi­ 
cinity was not a safe place for him 
and beat it while running was good. 
For the first time in a thousand years 
the Holy Land Is free of Turkish mis­ 
rule and oppression. 


The Fourth Liberty Loan campaign 
is now under way and once more the 
nation is called upon to loan funds to 
the government to enable it to carry 
on the drive against the Huns. 
It is 
going to hit most of us a trifle hard 
to meet our quotas, but if the Ger­ 
mans should win the war we would 
be given a first hand demonstration 
ol some of the robberies of Belgium, 
.Serbia and northern France. 
It is 
just a question of remaining free peo­ 
ple or slavery to the barbarous Huns. 
The boys at the front must be taken 
care of and their countrymen will not 
fail them in any particular. 


When the representatives of Ru­ 
manian protested against the harsh 
terms the Germans imposed on their 
unfortunate nation in the treaty of 
peace signed last winter, they were 
told that when they learned the terms 
the Germans would impose on the 
chief nations of the Allies they would 
consider themselves lucky to get off 
as easily as they did. 
They have 
changed their tune since then and 
now they say they would agree to 
stop the war and not even demand 
an indemnity from the Allies. 
That 
is some progress in the right direc­ 
tion, but not half way yet. 
They 
must pay for some of the damage 
they have done before 
the 
Allies 
will agree to end hostilities. 
Foch is 
a capable teacher, however, and they 
will learn much from him within the 
next few months.

Indications are that the American 
people now realize more than in any 
of the three previous loan campaigns 
the intimate relation between gov­ 
ernment bonds and the fighting by 
American soldiers in France, and that 
those spared the hardships of army 
life must economize to buy bonds. 
After the opening enthusiasm of 
today, and a day in churches tomor­ 
row, the country will settle down to 
the three weeks of a drive to gather 
‘ from rich and poor the billions need­ 
ed to crush Prussian autocracy. 
A reminder of the necessity came 
today in an official report that the 
government is spending nearly a half 
billion dollars a week— about $60,- 
000,000, a day for the war. At the 
same time it was borne home that 
other nations— America’s parnters— 
have done more per capita than this 
country now is called on to do.

sons of words spelled in their les­ 
sens. 
I hope to have an excellent 
record of your spelling next spring. 
Please teach spelling and 
reading 
more arduously than you have ever 
done before. This Is badly needed. 
7. 
I am going to furnish each 
school with different 
monthly 
re­ 
ports to this office. 
I want to insist 
that you make these out promptly 
at the end of each month. Take spec­ 
ial pains to give all the information 
called for, and date each one. 
Our first Teachers’ Meeting will 
be about the first of November. You 
will be notified later; we want a 109 
per cent at that meeting.
